Manchuria of the fifteen Chinese, cight mien 
and seven girls, details of which we publish.

but we say most emphatically that it isa 


scandalous thing that residents of Hongkong’ 


should’ be exposed to the machinations of a 


criminal society and that the Colony should: 


suffer the inevitable disgrace of harbouring 
such persons. The Jaw here is administered 
with no very light-hand, A criminal.even if 
he falls ia. 2 moment of weakness, is punished 
rigorously. That may be as it should be; but 
why do we not have the pleasure of reporting 
the punishments ioflicted on these harpies 
who traffic io human bodics and carry on in 
the best policed port in the Far’ East a 
systematic criminal crusade against law and 
order? We repeat that it may not be our 
duty to assist America actively in this mat- 
ter, but it is emphatically our duty to preserve 
the good name of Great Britain from dis- 
honour, We do not wish to use language 
too strong for (he needs of the case; but the 
fact remains. that from a British Colony, 
that prides itself on its administration filteen 
human , beings were spirited’ away and 
for four long weeks’ subjected to the: most 
horrible indignities, if not tortures, Our 
complacency . may : well receive a rude 
shock; it is not pleasant suddenly to 
realise that there is disease in our midst; to 
realise that here rubbing shoulders with us 
ate men who make a ‘living by selling into 
slavery, la some cases, @ slavery that is worse 
than death, men and girls; young girls, who 
may rightly claim our protection, Urgent 
and energetic action is at once necessary, 
If the harbour and water front cannot be 
adequately supervised with the force atcom- 
mand, let that force be increased, The 
great shipping companies, we may feel sure, 
will gladly co-operate ia putting down a traf: 
fic which, rightly or wrongly, brings certain 
of their vessels into uacaviable notoriety, 
Apart from any feeling of humanity or Fespect 
for existing laws, they will do 50 in their own 
interests; avd with them working haod ia 
glove with the authorities a repetition of the 
incredible. kidnappidg on the Manchuria 
should be'made impossible. A stigma rests 
upon Hongkong owing to this disgraceful 
affair, and we look to the auttpriti 

movo it. Nothing less than the\capture and 
heavy punishment of the ringleaters would 
fice. Wo are confident that seps will be 
taken at once to elect this,
